It did great damage to barns, houses 
and other small frame buildings, also 
killing some stock. A farmer, wboas 
name can not be learned, was overtaken 
by the storm while returning from 
town and was struck by lightning and 
killed. The damage done is estimated 
at 110,000. 

At Norfolk it tore down a number of 
houses and broke many windows. A 
tent occupied by a f amiljr named Palmer 
was blown away and a little ohild was 
■erionsly injured. The Episcopal church 
and the residence of C. Q. Miller were de- 
molished. Falling debris serlondy In- 
jured two of the Miller chiLlreii. The 
Episcopal church is a total wreck and 
can not be repaire<l. The Congrega- 
ticnal church had the bell and dome 
bhrnnfrmn it and landed hi the street 
below. The church was otherwise dam- 
aged, probably in all to the amount of 
$2,600. , At the time there was about 
twenty-llTe isachers in the building. 

At Sutton considerable damage was 
done: Joseph Needon had his family, in- 
clading eight obildren, in his house 
when the bnilding waa crashed and 
scattered all ovar the prairie, bat not a 
■cratch or braise was inflicted on any of 
the family. Messrs. Trollops and Pear- 
son had their bams and houses blown 
away.

Lee Salisbury, a 
tSMnster, was blown over with hia 
wagon and collar bono broken. The 
steamers Yazel and Savannah and the 
ferry boat Belle of Brownavilla were 
driven ashore and badly damaged. The 
businesa streets are strewn with 
wreckage. It is impossible to give an 
accurate description of the damage and 
the losses.

Immediately in the rear of the build- 
ing was a two-story brick house, tlie 
home of Thomaa Hewlett, who lived 
there with wis wife aad nine children. 
They were at sapper and were enter- 
tainmg as guests Miss Kmma Hope, a 
relative, and her friend. Mrs. Ada 
Keown. When the building fell tlie 
force of the terrible mass of brick, iron, 
wood and plaster seemed to be directed 
rearward, completely burying the 
structure. All the innutee ware killed 
or injured. 

Frank DiUeney, who happened to be 
passing on the street ana waa aa eye- 
witness to the disaster, said that he firet 
noticed the rear wall bulging out. The 
rain was driving in torrents and there 
had just been a fearful cost of wind. 
There was a loud crash ana he was con- 
scious of a deafening noise which con- 
tinued for seme time, as the mass and 
masses of debris piled on the smaller 
structures. Iliea arose cries and 
screams of thoss of the buried unfortu- 
nates who were not dead or aacoasc i ous 
beneath the tooa of falln walk. An 
alarm of fire waa tamed la, aad as aoon 
as the natore of the calamity was appre- 
ciated, assistance began to arrive from 
all direoHMl^, anA laa work of tearing

Erik, Pa., April 2.— A destrnctive fire 
broke oot in the Merchant flooring 
mills aad elevator laat night, the gfarli 
emplmd la the building oarely esoau- 
ing wlK their lives.

Auotlier electrode 
is placed at some other part of his body, 
a current of lightning is turned loose, 
and the nau^'hty little rascal howls with 
all his luifiht till the superintendent 
thinks he has enough ami won't he 
nau},'hty .■my more. 

The had icirls are .■-hocketl in the .same 
manner. This iiiini.->hnieiit is the inven- 
tion of Dr. Whiteside, the "home's" phy- 
sician, who waa at (me time employra at 
Sing Sin-;. 

The first victim was an incorrigiV)le 
boy, who laughed at the whip and a 
bread-and-water diet, Suj»eriritendent 
Harrison took tiie boy into a little dark 
room with Dr. Whitec-ide. 

The only furniture the room con- 
tained wa.« a small table. The boy .Miw 
BO whip, but insif-ad a queer-looking 
thing in the shape of an electric battery, 
which he did not understand. The 
doctor :ind the superintendent proceed- 
ed with their iiiX'^tenous arrangements 
of wires, eh i i i • .l< s. etc, and the boy 
began to get fripjhtened. 

When Harrison appiit'd the electrode 
to the boy s skull the little fellow was 
nearly dead with fright and trembled 
like a leaf, so that the two men made 
him sit down in a chair. Suddenly, 
when the lad had come to the conclu- 
sion that l»e WHS to l)e murdered in cold 
bloo<l, Dr. Whiteside ttirned the switch 
and threw the whole force of the elec- 
tric current into the boy's body. There 
wa« a bnz/.ing noi.se. 

Then the doctor picked up the little 
whip-like instrument, which con.stituted 
the other pole of the battery, torn bed 
the boy's flesh suddenly at intervals, 
making him jump a full two fe«-t from 
the chair ench time and scream witli 
pain and friglit. Thed(M'tor applied the 
current half a liundied times, wherever 
the bare flesh iirt sented itself, on hamls, 
arms, neck or tace. Every time the cur- 
rent was closed the boy shrieked, be- 
lieving his la.st hour had come. 

When he had been made half dead 
with fright he was freed and allowed to 
fly from his tormentors. An investiga- 
tion showed that the battery used had a 
voltage of 15, which gives a youth a ter- 
rible shock.
